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SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 

To  the  Tax  Payers  of  Effingham: 

During  the  past  year  we  have  continued  our 
poHcy  of  trying  to  run  the  Town  as  one  would  run 
any  paying  business,  to  decrease  its  indebtedness  and 
increase  its  assets,  and  make  it  pay  its  Tax  payers  a 
dividend  in  the  shape  of  better  roads,  better  fire  fight- 
ing equipment,  and  a  lower  rate  of  Taxation. 

We  have  been  able  to  carry  on  Town  business  this 
past  year,  for  the  first  time  in  many,  many  years, 
without  borrowing  any  money  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

We  were  able  not  only  to  pay  off  the  |1000.00 
due  on  the  Town  Debt  when  due,  but  also  to  pay  the 
Trustees-  of  the  Emma  Browning  Leland  Fund  the 
principal  of  that  fund  (1000.00)  which  has  been  used 
by  the  Town  since  1932, 

We  were  authorized  to  purchase  fire  fighting 
equipment  at  the  March  Meeting  of  1942,  however, 
due  to  the  war  emergency  we  have  as  yet  been  unable 
to  do  so,  nor  does  it  appear  that  we  will  be  able  to 
do  so  until  the  War  is  won.  Therefore  we  are  recom- 
mending an  appropriation  to  be  used  to  start  a  sink- 
ing fund  to  buy  highway  and  fire-fighting  equipment 
after  the  war  is  over.  We  believe  that  now  is  the 
time  to  think  of  post  war  days  when  we  are  apt  to 
have  a  down  following  the  present  up. 

If  nothing  unforeseen  happens  we  predict  a 
slightly  lower  tax  rate  for  this  coming  year. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  other  Town  Officers  for 
their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  which 
is  the  second  in  the  series  of  such  reports. 
Organization  of  Union  No.  36 

The  eight  school  districts  of  Brookfield,  Effing- 
ham, Middleton,  Ossipee,  Tamworth,  and  Wakefield 
continue  to  comprise  this  supervisory  union.  The 
Union  expense  of  administration  borne  by  each  district 
is  as  follows:  Brookfield,  1.42%;  Effingham,  8.41%;

The  EfRngham  Schools  continue  to  function 
smoothly.  Miss  Gladys  Leavitt  and  Mrs.  Bertha 
Moody  continue  to  teach  at  the  Effingham  Center  and 
Effingham  Falls  Schools  respectively. 

As  you  have  already  noticed  from  the  above 
information  the  pupil  enrollment  in  the  Schools  of 
Effingham  has  fallen  from  71  pupils  as  of  January  31, 
1942  to  45  pupils  as  of  January  31,  1943;  a  reduction 
of  26  pupils,  approximately  one-third  of  the  entire 
enrollment.  The  reason  for  this  large  decrease  is  due 
to  the  many  families  moving  from  Effingham  to 
defense  centers  in  order  that  they  may  be  nearer  to 
their  points  of  employment.  The  School  Board 
foreseeing  this  change  taking  place  considered  the 
closing  of  the  South  Effingham  School  last  September 
if  the  enrollment  were  not  sufficiently  large  to  warrant 
its  continuance.  This  was  done  at  a  considerable 
saving  to  your  school  district.  Of  course  we  do  not 
know  how  long  the  enrollment  of  the  schools  will 
remain  at  this  low  hgure. 

At  the  last  school  meeting  the  school  district 
raised  and  appropriated  money  to  install  new  toilets  at 
the  Effingham  Falls  school.  This  project  was 
completed  before  the  opening  of  school  last  September. 
May  I  say  that  these  new  toilets  have  improved  the 
sanitary  conditions  at  the  Falls  considerably  and  I 
know  that  the  parents  and  pupils  greatly  appreciate 
this  investment. 

Also  there  has  been  a   supply   closet   built  at  the 

Effingham    Falls    school    where    all    Effingham    school 
supplies  are  to  be  kept. 

Referring  to  the  report  presented  by  Miss  Eva 
Heney,  our  school  nurse,  one  will  note  that  the  dental 
clinic  has  been  very  successful.       This  has  been  and 
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always  will  be  a  worthwhile  project.  At  the  present 
time  it  is  our  duty  to  keep  the  health  of  our  children 
as  high  as  possible.      This  we  are  striving  to  do.

All  of  the  pupils  have  been  weighed  and  measured. 

A  Dental  Clinic  was  held  on  Oct.  22nd  and  23rd  in 
the  Grange  Hall  at  Effingham  Center.  Dr.  Deneault 
of  Meredith  was  the  attending  Dentist.  A  summary 
of  the  Clinic  shows  that  34  pupils  were  treated  with  a 
total  of  96  operations.  Due  to  the  clinic  last  year  the 
children's  teeth  were  found  to  be  in  much  better  con- 
dition. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  loaned  us  the 
Audiometer  in  December.  A  hearing  test  was  done 
on  43  pupils.  41  of  these  children  came  within  the 
normal  range  of  hearing. 

One  child  was  taken  to  the  Dartmouth  Eye  In- 
stitute and  a  very  successful  operation  was  performed 
for  Strabismus. 

Three  children  were  taken  to  Dr.  Clark  in  Sanford, 
Me.,  several  times  to  an  Eye  Clinic.  Five  pupils 
obtained  glasses  during  the  year.
